Incident Summary: On November 15, 2020 at approximately 11:29a.m. Columbus Police officers
responded to 973 Atcheson Street on the report of a shooting. Officers located the victim, Jaylon
Thomas, suffering from a gunshot wound in the back. Mr. Thomas was transported to a local hospital in
critical condition and was unable to be interviewed.

It was determined Mr. Thomas was arguing with Tyler Hairston while inside the residence. During the
argument Mr. Hairston accused Mr. Thomas of having property that belonged to him. Mr. Hairston pulled
out a handgun and shot Mr. Thomas one time then fled the location on foot. Responding officers
witnessed Mr. Hairston fleeing on foot from the rear of the residence. Following a brief foot pursuit
officers were able to take Mr. Hairston into custody without further incident in the rear of 933 Mt. Vernon
Avenue.
